DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Garcher in view of Kittle. Gracher shows a nearly flat hand guard of resilient 
nonmetallic material. It has an upper slot and a lower slot. Kittle shows a hand guard 
for a saw that has a lower aperature to fix the guard to the saw. Obviously one of 
ordinary skill in the art would add such an aperature to the guard of Garcher to help 
secure it to the saw. Since the guard of Garcher is nearly flat it would appear to be an 
obvious matter for an artisan to specify a flat guard, creating no unobvious result. The 
exact material properties of the guard and its dimensions appear to be obvious matters 
for an artisan to determine absent a showing of criticality.
